The opinion was read by Chief 


Justice Taft, who sustained 
the 


decision of the circuit court 
of 


appeals in Arkansas 
which held 


that labor unions cbuld be sued 
and that the complaint of the Cor- 
cnado Coal company for, damages 
for injuries to property during a 
strike at the 
company's mines, 


brought the union within 'the pro- 
visions of the Sherma.n antitrust 
law and entitled the company 
to 


recover treble damages. The judg- 1 


meot against the 
United * Mine 


Workers was for 3427,820. 


The court held that internation- 


al union officers were not respon- 
sible for the strike or liable in 
damages. The liability rested with 
the local, unions, ' said the chief 
justice, and evidence showed that 
the union miners made attacks on

properties of the ' Coronado 


Coal company and 
damaged ths 


plants. 
Coal mining is not inter- 


state commerce; the chief justice 
con timed, and there was offered 
no proof that the local union lead- 
ers had engaged in a conspiracy in 
restraint of trade as prohibited by 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 


The full 
opinion of the lower 


court was not sustained by the su- 
preme court, but the judgment was 
reversed and the case remanded 
with instructions to comply with 
various criticisms affecting liabil- 
ity "of the unions and their lack of 
guilt of the 
Sherman 
anti-trust 


laws.

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THE CRITICS IN THE MOVIES 


K& 


T 


There is considerable discussion concerning the cen- 


iership of the films. The Baptist State Convention ha- 
recently urged that the heads of families are theniselve* 
the ones who should censor the films which the children 
are to see, and they have endorsed the state censorship. 


We note that there was general condemnation in 


the Presbyterian General Assembly of the display -oi 
various crimes and immoralities which are beins shown 
on the screen. 


In reading over some of the things that are con- 


demned, and which the champions of film censorship 
urge should be absolutely cut from the screen, we are 
impressed with the idea that if they all were eliminated, 
as these folks would like to have them, we might just a- 
well go to reading the Elsie Books and attending doll 
parties. The only way that life may be understood is 
to study it. and to study it one must know it as it is 
Virtue only stands out. and makes its appeal, in contrast 
with vice. Peace appeals more clearly to the mind 
when in contrast with violence, law and order when 
placed parallel with crime. 


We would not be able to teach our child, at all. the 


actual value of virtue, without portraying for him in 
contrast the result and the curse of vice. Why then 
should they not be shown upon the screen ? We believe 
that the danger which the screen holds 'lies not in the 
portrayal of wrongdoing as such but in making 
the 


wrongdoing attractive. 
, 


In all of the serial stories of jungles and adventures 


where a contest is constantly being carried on between 
the hero and the heroine on the one hand, and the villian 
on the other, the evening's performance usually closes 
with the hero in the presence of imminent death, without 
any visible means of escape, and the villain, with an evil 
and malignant grin about to run off with the heroine. 
Whatever the ultimate outcome of the serial may be, 
with one evening a week for a space of seven or eight 
weeks ending m this fashion, young people are bound to 
come to the false conclusion that in many cases the 
wrong can be depended upon to win. But the danger in 
this lies in the conclusion and not in the portrayal of the 
wrong. 


We have no fear of the presentation of any prob- 


lem providing it is presented honestly, squarely and 
truthfully. Wrong may be even so labeled and yet be 
presented so attractively as to arouse and entice* The 
difficulty is, that it appears to be the desire of the man- 
agers to present' evil in this manner. To be sure virtue 
is not always rewarded, evil does not always appear to 
be penalized so far as we can see, but as the'screen story 
presumes to present to people the cause and its effect, 
there is no reason why the reward and the penalty should 
not always be swift and sure, in every case where a prob- 
lem of good and evil is presented,"and not postponed 
from week to week. The child may never see the se- 
quel. If cause and effect are so represented we fail to 
see the harm that could possibly come from it. 


Shocking details should always be eliminated, and 


indecencies never portrayed, but as long as human na- 
ture is made up as it is, and our lives are what they are.
